week following the declaration in 
Washington that cotton will be 
supported at a national average 
of not less than 31.25 cents per 
pound this y ear. 
Last y ear's average was 30.80 
cents. 
Both averages were sup­ 
port prices of 90 per cent of pari­ 
ty , the minimum support 
level 
permitted by law. 
Parity is the standard for meas­ 
uring farm prices and is declared 
by law to be fair to farmers in 
relation to prices they pay for 
things they buy . 
The minimum rate is higher this 
y ear because the parity price is 
higher now than a y ear ago. 
Base rate applies to middling 
seven-eighths inch cotton. Differ­ 
entials will be set up tor the vari­ 
ous grades and staple lengths and 
will be announced later. 
If the parity price is higher at 
the start of the m ark eting season 
August 1, the support rate will be 
increased accordingly , the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture announced.

The State F a ir of Texas Is the 
second major show to announce 
the resumption of swine show».
